Can Be Prepared Here

paration of soya bean milk and soya bean cake, provided by the: 


Nutrition Research Committee,

There are ample stocks of soya 
bean In the Colony, The bean con- 
stitutes such a valuable form of 
food at a cost within the menns of all 
but the destitute that the Director 
of Medicat Services is anxious that 
the method of preparation, of soya 
bean milk should be more generally 
known, Ais x 

While bean’ milk can be given to 
quite young infants, It is found to be 
more eusily digested by those over 
six months of age. It is necessary, 
therefore, to sound a note of warn- 
ing in the case of bottle-fed babies, 
nmaimely, to introduce bean milk 
yradually into the dict, in order to 
accustom the infant to it by degrees, 
Benn mille should be made up fresh 
daily, if possible, especially as many 
houscholds In which it can be used: 
are unlikely to be equipped with 
refrigeration of any kind. 

The soya beans ‘are Orst weighed 
and washed carefully in ° several 
changes of clean water: i 

The beans should be soaked in 
water for 6 hours In summer, the 
water being changed three times; and

Final Residue 

The final residue in the bag can be 
mixed with Sour, groundnut oil and 
sugar, calcium carbonate, and ycast, 
and baked Into cakes. 

The weights shown in Table I be- 
low of salt, cane . sugar, dextri- 
maltose and calcium lactate arc then 
cissulved in water and cooked into a 
syrup, which should be added to the 
tile just before it is served: to avold 
precipitation 

In Hongkong, Tatkoo sugar can be 
used in place of dextri-maltose apa 
cane sugar and the calclum salt can 
be omitted where additional expense 
has to be avoided, although all these 
constituents make for a more satis 
factory milk, particularly in growing 
children, | 

The balatice of the 100 ozs of water 


is then added to the creamy milk 


und the mixture is heated to boiling 
puint and put aside to cool—later 
being covered with muslin and placed 
in ar {ce chest or refrigerator, if one 
is available, i 

The milk can be used by older 
children and by adults in need of 
additional nourishment. 

The taste differs somewhat from 
cow's milk, but there is no doubt as 
to the popularity of the milk in the 
various Government refugee camps 
and welfare certres.

Soya. Bean 

Several requests have beer re- 
ceived by the Nutrition Research 
Committee for a recipe for the mak~ 
ing of soya bean cake. 

To meet this demand, the -Com- 
mittee are glad to provide below 
-particulars—based_upon_a_recipe ex-_ 
tensively, used by the Shanghal Re- 
fugee Children Nutritional Aid Com-~- 
mittee to which grateful acknowledg- 
ment is duc, 

It will be noticed that the ‘bean 
residue {s dérived from the quantity 
of beans: required to prepare six 
pints of soya bean milk for a famlly 
consisting of a bottle-fed baby, two 
older children and o mother and 
father—-namely 20 .ounces, or 1% 
lbs -(15 Ieung) of dried soya -bean, 
Tt will also be noted that this weight 
of the dry bean takes up a consider- 
able voltime of water -in the course 
of the preparation of soya bean milk, 
and that the wet (but drained) re- 
sidue weighs twice as much as the 
ortginal dry beans: ” - 

The method of preparation of the 
soya bean cake from the residue left 
after preparing soya bean mille js as 
follows: ~ i 

Dry and partly cook the wet bean, 
residue in a par. Remove this on to 
a ‘dish or plate for the time belng. 
Cook toa syrup the quantities of oil, 
brown sugar and salt given in table. 
Then stlr into this syrup the partly 
cooked bean residue. ae 

Now mix together tho flour, blear- 
bonate of soda.and calcium carbonate 
and add this to the syrup end soya 
bean mixture so that it makes a

Since these 
figures were compiled, a number of 
Japancse and Germans have ‘left the 
country, but these departures have 
been offset by the large number of 
allen refugees who have come to the 
Phillppines since the European war 
broke out, - 

Chinese constitute the largest 
group of allens from any one coun- 
try in the Philippines. There are 
more than 100,000 Chinese in the 
Islands, Japanese take second place, 
with more than 29,000 in the latest 
official list.

Dili, the capital of Portuguese 
Timor, has only a small .community 
of Eurdpeans,’ The cconomlic possi- 
bilities of the’ toy colony are almost 
nil. Further, Dili is connected by 
alr routes te" the east and west by 
a regular Portuguese service from the 
settlement to the Dutch | end of 
Timor, ~ 

Four Hours From Daswih 

Portuguese Timor Is\ only four

Japanese ‘authorities hope to esta- 
bilsh a regular alr service between 
Palau and Dili. If permission is not 
granted by the Portugucse, pressure 
Is expected to be brought to bear on 
Macao, Portuguese colony near 
Hongkong, which controls the ad- 
ministration in Tlmor. 

But the Japanese would stilt have 
to get Dutch permission to fly over 
Bocro. How they intend to. deal 
with this situation is problematical.

does not tend to make them sceptical 
or cynical, On the contrary, ‘It has, 
tended to stimulate logical reasoning, 
evaluation of arguments, drawing in- 
ferences and making gencrallsatlons, 

The participating schools are given 
various types of liternture prepared 
by the Institutd to help in this work. 
Monthly propaganda analysly bul- 
Ietins, study materials, and a “group 
leaders, guide to propaganda 
analysis” are supplied the teachers, 

Courses Not Dry
